Princes have : which we muſt cog- 
clude, it we conſult the Juſtice or 
Mercy of God : Then to go oft from 
this our own peculiar bottom, to the 
common Arts or :Politzes of other 
Princes, cannot but retard at leaſt,our 
Reſt and Comfort 5 your Majeſty hath 
tryed the ordinary wayes of Princes, 
Force, and Policy, to recover your 
Kingdoms 3 but they proved not only 
fruitleſs , but difadvantageous and 
enrtanyling 3 and I believe they are as 
uwable to keep or eſtabliſh as they 
were to get: God hath found out 
a way of his own to reſtore tar beyond 
what could be conſulted , or ima- 
gined ; and doubtleſs will in the ſame 
Love and Sweetneſs continue , and 
preſerve what he hath given : As much 
above other Nations, and the preſent 
dark ſtate of things , as your Reſtora- 
tion was above humane Conſultation. 
The Landing of theſe Principles in 
our

 ourown Ifle, and particularly in your 


Majeſties Royal mind ; though at firſt 
they may ſeem ſtrangers, and to en- 
tertain them troubleſome, yet the ad- 
vantage will be great as to our future 
diſcourſe ; tor now the Scripture, and 
the Copy 1s our own, and we may 
freely take and enjoy the Priviledges 
of it, to our ſelves. 


—— 
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Ns being fately reſtored to his 
own Land , he firſt conſecrates 
the Earth , then offers Sacrifice : In 
which God ſmelt a Savour of reſt : this 
exceedingly pleaſed him to find that 
his Creature would ſubmit to him in 
any condition, and reſt comfortably 
in his will, in the midſt of Sz and 
Curſe : and bear all kinds of troubles 
from him quietly and meekly. No- 
thing prevails with the moſt Hzgh and 
moft Mighty , but reſt in Subnufſion | 
an 
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and this overcomes his heart. And 
God ſaidin his heart, the ſinful ſtate 
of the Nation, did as the fins of the 
old world, grieve him at his heart ; and 
now he ſmells the ſaydhr of that meek 
reſt which pleaſes his heart : He hath 
heartily puniſhed, and doth heartily 
ſave England. 

But who knows his heart ? Hzs 
Prieſt, that ſtand's before him, and ſa- 
Crifices to him, knows it ; and he who 
reſts in his will, and lies in his boſom, 
knows, that anger is without , /oveis 
within, at the heart, he who ſearches 
into him, finds vengeance is his gar- 
ment, love and grace him ſelf ; He | 
- thatis one with him, and can love and 
forgive all ; finds the Heart of God, 
enlarging his heart, to that grace and 
torgiveneſſe; tor tolove and fave, is 
according to his own heart. 

I will not again curſe the ground a- 
ny more for mans ſake 3 neither will I 
again any more ſmte every {ring thing 
as I have done; God hath nr” 
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fulfilled this to Ned, and to all man- 
kind ever fince ; and will as faithtull 
and tully pertorm it to his Church, 
according to his word ; For this 2s as 
the waters of Noah unto me, for as 1 
have ſworn that the waters of Noah 
ſtall no more go over the earth, ſo have 
I ſworn that 1 will not be wroth with 
thee, nor rebuke : Know afluredly 
both Prince and People under the Oath 
of God, that he repents of all the for- 
mer evils that he hath brought forth 
in the Nation, ot all this cur/mg cur- 
ſed ſpirit, of all theſe ſmiting and 
wars, as of a filthy and bloody thing. 
Firſt, No more cur//ng , and then 
no more ſmiting, as I have done, new 
fins may bring torth new Judge- 
rents, but no more of. this work, tor 
God hath brought it to a ſhameful end; 
you ſhall never have courage or 
ſtrength to /mzte, nor Religion, or 
Gitts again to curſe Kings , Biſhops 
or the Church: your Majeſty may 
be aflured of it.

This bleſſing that multiplies , is it 
ſelf njultiplied in multiplying , andit 
overſpreads all conditions : Noah 
and-.his three-Soxs repreſenting four 
{tates : Princes, Nobles, Free-men 
and Seryants , as hath been ſhewed : 
There are originally diſtinct propertzes 
in mens natures : theſe propercies re- 
quires diſtinct /tates and aegrees, {uite= 
able to-them: wherein they meet 
with diſtinct bleſſings; in which onely 
they are happy , and no-whereelſe : 
for there is-a fulneſs 1n the earth , and 
to that fulneſs are people made, to 
repleniſh it : tor every portion'& con- 
dition, a perſon, and for eyery perſon 
a fit portion and place : and a bleſſing 
for each perſon in his condition, 

All the good that any attain, it is to 
propagate and multiply : its ſo in na-

ture, and in grace much more : e- 
very life may enlarge its ſelf accord-

When Man recovered his Domi- 
nion again oyer the works of Gods 
hands, it was with advantage : mo 
thing that is ſowed, encreaſes : 
things muſt certainly gain by loſ- 
tes : To think that the Church ſhould 
not gain both in outward and mnward 
glory by her late ſufferings , is both 
mean and unjuſt. Neah hath now 
added to his Dominion, over beaſt,fleſh, 
and fow/: firſt, that they ſhould 
dread him ; rifing now from a dee- 
per Root of Majeſty : and all ſufte- 
ring Authority, 1s drcadful inits reſur- 
rection : and ſecondly, they are 4e- 
trvered mto his hands to be meat for him, 


as freely, as before he had the green 
herb ; 
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herb : which was iN bounty. 
Now when God had ſpread the 
earth with grace , and ftretched out 
heaven with love, and'given man Corn, 
ine and Oyl, and allthe plenty of 
fruitful Jeajone : and given him the 
bleſſings of poſterity ; with power to 
poſſeſs and enjoy, all /iving things : to 
ſecure. his poſlefion A theſe bleſ- 
ſings, and that none may moleſt him 
in the quiet, comfortable, and ſober 
uſe of them: God hath enacted this 
Law, that whoſo ſheddeth mans blood, 
by man ſhall his blood be ſhed. We 
have fetched ſome compaſs to come 
to this Law, but Ihope we have gai- 
ned ground by it; having tound the 
, foundation & and the gratious in- 
tent of it, we ſhall the better under- 
ſtand, and practiſe it. 
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FF AN 16 a rational Creature, 
and therefore God govertis 

him - rationally, or humanely ; he 
Teaches to do what he commands, 
and that familiarly : So he doth teach 
this Law againſt ſhedding of Blood, by 
a Ceremony in eating. But fleſh with 
the life thereof, which 14 theblood there- 
of, /oall you not eat : All lite is pre- 
tious. It the life of a beaſt, that dyes 
for mans uſe, be to be ſeperated as a 
fingular thing, and not to be caten, 
how excellent is the lite of the Lord 
of this beaſt for whom he is lain ? - 
Fleſh muſt be kil'd or mortified, and 
then drefled, it muſt paſs under the 
Kmfe and Frere, before it be admitted 
into the Body of Man: which is to 
maintain the honour, and dignity of 
the fe of Man, that fleſh muſt thus be 
preſented to him , and Poe 
? 
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him, and not approach, but by a dou- 
ble death : And this Law is Phy/ical 
aſwell as Ceremomal ; tor groſs and 
foul teeding,makes foul blood, which 
debaſes the nature of Man, and makes 
it /oratd, and fo cruel; tor baſe minds 
are moſt bloody : Clean and whole- 
ſome Diet, preſerves candor. and 
{weetneſs in the Nature. There 1s 
ſomething likewiſe moral in this 
Law, greedy devouring without con- 
fideration of the Creatures, and of our 
ſelves, is cruelty to both 5 and cruelty 
begins at the Table : exceſs and riot 
inflames the Blood, and is the occaſi- 
on of private quarrels, and national 
wars : This Law againft Blood is {c- 
yere, but exceeding gracious and in- 
genuous 3 intending to fave Lzfe, and 
prevent Death : tis indeed but the 
rail of the Law to ſting and affiict ; and 
when that is uſed, and the mercy, rea- 
ſon, and goodneſs of it, ſupprefied 
Mofes his Rod is become a Serpent, 
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T HE Majeſty of this Law fol- 


lows, and that which doth eter- 
nally preſerye it in Spirit and Power, 
it is that God himſelf is the Head of it : 
For ſurely your Bloo:l of your lives will 
require : God is deeply concerned in 
the Life of every man : good and bad, 
rich and poor ; All Life flowes from 
him, who 1s the Fountarn of Life : and 
tis derived by a ord of Bleſſing, by 
Jetus Chrift : upon every Lyfe he 
ftamps his own {maze , by which he 
hatn commiſſion , to enjoy his Earth, 
Atr, and Heavens , to Eat, Drink and 
Live: bs henever ſo ev/, even from 
his Youth 5 yet life hath a Juſtification 
11 1t, anda Mercy and Grace, to enjoy 
the Bleſſings of God : If any man will 
aſſume to himſelf aa authority over 
Gods Child,Man; in Gods Eloule, the 
Creation ; aad preſume to deſtroy that 
Life 
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Life that God gives upon any pre- 
tence whatſoever , God will require 
that Blood at hy hands, and will main- 
tain his Right and Dominion to his 
own Children, and Creation, againſt the 
Pride and Cruelty of any mans Luſts 
and Paſhons. 

God himlſelt is ſo much concerned, 
and his Mercy and Power ſo much 
affronted, that he will for ever require 
it himſelt ; as Law-maker , Judge and 
Proſecutor,as he is all this hiumſelt,ſo he 
hath put a Law and diſpoſition into 
man to do the ſame : He puts it into 
the Hearts of Supream Magiltrates to 
enact Laws againſt murder , of infe- 
riour Magiſtrates to - execute thoſe 
Laws, and into the people zealouſly 
to purſue and proſecute the murderer, 
as if it had been done againſt them- 
ſelves: And what Man doth in this 
kind, God doth : But if they neglect 
their duty, either from weakneſs or 
corruption, God imployes his Angels, 
other Mipiſters of his Juffice , and by 
them 
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thein requires b/ood J the Murderers; 
in their Conſcieaces , Poſterity, and 
many -other wayes. | And theſe com- 
monly are more {eyere then men. 

This {everity proſecutes all , prin- 
cipal and acceflotics 3 for he faith, as 
the hand of every Beaſt will I requere it, 
at the hand of every Man , and at the 
hand of every mans Brother will [ re- 
guire the life of man. All men haye a 
Body of Life in themſelves,anda Hand 
to ſuccour and relieve another, if an 
have Power tn thetr hand to ſave Lite, 
and neglect it, that /fe ſhall be requi- 
red at that hand : omiffions in caſe of 
life , are puniſhed by the Lord. 

No man dyes a violent death; but 
by ſome evil hand, reach'd out 3 fome 
Power or Force, thruſt out by an evil 
Spirit, in ſome Luſt , either Wrath, 
Malice , Covetouſneſs, or ſome ſuch 
evil affection : "Tis not enough that 
the b/ood be revenged, butthe hand be 
tonnd out ; that ſo with the perſons 
{uftering , the /z may be diſcovered, 


and 
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and cured ; for it ol blind and beaft- 
ly Juſce, meerly to revenge, and isa 
Juſtice little lefs then the crime,to de- 
{troy the Perfor , and ſuffer the fin or 
evil, that lead torth this perſon to 
eſcape. 

This hand is three-fold : r. 'The 
hand of Beaſt. 2, Of man. 3. Of 
his brother : and accordingly there 
are three kinds of murder acted. 
1. By the hand of a beaſt, he hath no 
hand but figurative , and thet hand in 
a beaſt; is force with I9G0rai;ce,ur Re- 
bellion, and rage. 2. Mans hard is 
force and malice with counſel , plot- 
ted murder. 3, A Erothers hand is 
force and Malice, with a Hypocrific, 
Trechery , and violating of a bond, 
either Natural or Civil. 

Life came from God , and returns 
to him; and when it hath no mouth to 
{peak to man , there it cryes to God, 
anche never did,nor never will,retuſe 
to hear the voice of any blood, bur is 


ſevere and exact in avenging of it ; 
: And 


\ 
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And certainly he hath much more re. 
quired the blood of our Soveratgn, be- 
ing ſhed by his /ubjetts in an openCourt; 
Therefore can there be no regular 
or Chriſttan _— amongſt men; 
till it be firſt inquired, 8& known what 
God hath done in the Cauſe. 

Firſt, God hath required this blood 
of the Beaſts inployed in the execu- 
tion , by a plague upon the Horſe 
which 1s notorious. 

2. Of Man, even the whole Nati- 
on bound by the Law of God, of Na- 
ture , and their Oath to protect rhe 
Kings Lite , though it were with the 
hazard of their own 3 as a particular 
member ſhould interpole it ſelf to 
have the Head: "The Life ofthe Kng 
is a Common life,and it cannot be taken 
away Publickly without the detect, 

at leaſt of the who/e!body:whichſhould 
and ought to have defended their 
Head againſt any part : And therefore 
God hath required his blood of the 
whole Nation ; for the fin had its pu- 
| niſh- 
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niſhment in it ; nn being taken 
away , Courts of Juſtice becomes a 
Carcaſs ; the whole Body of Law 
hath putrified and rotted , and a 
ſtrange diſſolution of all parts follow- 
ed , inſtead of peace , honeſt in- 
duſtry Union, and ajoynt endeayour 
to advance the whole , and one ano- 
ther : ſuch preying upon the whole, 
and one another : un-natural and vio» 
lent ſnatching, from one another ; and 
a general decay of Love, Truth, Ju- 
ſtice, and civil proſperity in the Na- 
tion. Þ76- 
3. God hath required it, of his Bro- 
ther , or friends, of them that were 
more nearly joyned to him , by their 
affections to him , and his to them. 
Firſt, his party of his Army : Mapefty 
z5 ſacred, and will be detended by holy 
hands, it their lives had been as good 
as their Loyalty , it had been other- 
wiſe : For their looſe lives,did I know 
offend the generality;ſtrengthen their 


Enemies , was a milt and cloud about 
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his Majeſties Cauſe and Perſon , and 
did weaken their hands 4; tor which 
they have ſutheiently tyffercd under 

the harrowes, &Cc, 
-:Jf any may be accounted a Brother 
to a Keng, tis the Prieſthood s who 
deſcend from. the! per{on.'of Chriſt, 
both King and Prielt: ; "Lwas their 
part to have defended zhemſelves, the 
Church 'and the Kyne, trom theſe 
ſtrange errours 11 Religion , which 
have brought torth ſuch unchriſtian 
practiſes: But alas! they were weak, & 
not able to make any conſiderable 
defence of their Cauſe; {ſcarce one I 
remember,but one (of his own party) 
that durſt look out and Print a word 
againft that proceeding 3. for which 
we may lament, as Davzd did for the 
death of Sazlover the Mountains of 
2 Sam. 1 Gilboa: mo dew, netther rain upon 
21, you, nor fields of offrings 5 a great 
X drought of grfts , and loſs of fields, 
But he was to are for them , and not 


they for him : I write not tacſe things 
| to 
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to-upbraid myBrethren(or any others) 
but to juſtific the Righteouſneſs, of

give Que; another :: For a Miniſter of

BY ' Ut theſe were guilty , ouly of 
onuflion , 11 . not uſing their

gainſt ; they have ſuffered trom both, 
and been ground between both par- 
ties.

generated force , not worthy of that 
courage wherein they appeared in the 
field 5 There was ſecondly, the hand of 
man : ſubtil contrivance ; for to hide 
the foulneſs of the Fact from the peo- 
ple, that it might not ſeem to be force; 
rhey force the Parliament , and by 
them erect or create a High Court , to 
do that formally, which they had be- 
tore reſolved upon, to take away his 
Life : and fo 'twas in a high degree 
plotted. Thirdly , there was the 
hand of a Brether alſo ; for when they 
were riſen to that F:ght of Power , to 
be not only equal, but above Kzng and 
Parliament, in torce ; and able to give 
/afety to both , they promiſed ir to 
both, and broke with both 3 and after 
they had owned him to be their King, 
and fo treated him friendly and bro- 
cherly, yet afterward took away that 
Life chey had protected : I write not 
this to provoke to wrath, but to clear 
the 
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the Juſtice of God , Jad to convince 
and humble, in order to healing and 
Peace. 

Now obſcrve how exaCt Gods Ju- 
ſtice is upon this body, the Arniy : re- 
quiring this b/ood at their hand; firit, of 
his Brother, tor their Falſhood to him, 
and to all Powers ; there was nothing 
but falſhood and treachery amongit 
themſelves , and that ruined them : 
2. The Plotters and Heads were left 
to the moſt abſurd wayes, hurried by 
beaſtly impulſes, into irrational difte- 
rent and contrary courſes , and never 
had the common wiſdom of man to 
provide common fatety for them- 
ſelyes or friends : And Thirdly , at 
laſt, as a headleſs , fpiritleſs Bealt, lies 
down in the dirt, and willin oly ofters 
its Life to his Majeſty , tor an an-na- 
tural Power yielding it felf, unto a con- 
trary and natural ; a Military, to © cre! 
Power, doth in common ſenſe offer up tt 
ſelf to aye or ceaſe : Out of the eater 
comes forth meat out of the flrons ſrweet- 

H- 2 1 els : 
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ne/7 : this beaſt that had eaten and 12> 
voxred King and Parliament, Honour 
and Riches, made to lye down and be 
nobowelled,that all may be taken out 
again. This hand of force, was the hand 
of the Beaſt. 


— 
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HE Second Hand that was mo- 

ved, and did move in this blood, 

was the Parliament , a more humane 
Hand it ſhould have been , but either 
drawn for hire of Honour and Riches 
(that was their Trade) or beaten to it 
as a Beaſt , tor tear 3 they contributed 
the Form of an invented High Court, 
and {0 compiotted, as men : 1. And 
as talfo 2re:/;ren to King, Lords, their 
Broiher-ioule , and the people their 
Brethren : 20 God hath required the 
blood of their Soveraign at this 
hand : For after they ſtood a while, 
or rather lay like a Carkaſs without 
x their 
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their Head upon the Nation, ſtinking 
in their filth and corruption;atter they 
had been ſpued out and loath'd, were 
made to reſign their Seat, and expire 
without any exerciſe of Honour, Au- 
thority or Reaſon. Thus God hath re- 
quired this blood at the hand of Man. 

There is athird hand in this Body 
of people, which is the hand of @ Bro- 
ther.”'Theſe men were Princes,anoint- 
ed with Gitts,profefled they were the 


Saints of God,the Children of God : that 


they had:the Spirzt of God,the Cauſe of 
God: A Royal Preeſt-hood;thele (it fuch 
may be admitted) to be Brethren to a 
King 3 theſe things held forth in pro- 
pheſying, in Praying, and Preaching 
1n Scriptures and promiſes, did Judge 
the Church and the AZzn/try to be 
Anti-chriſttan , and the Nation and 
Maznftracy, Babylonifh : and them- 
{elves the only Church 3 with theſe and 
ſome other earthly Principles and 
DoGtrines of the Porer of the Pea- 


þle, &c, they took away the Life of 
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the King ; This was ) High hand, the 
Spirit that moved, & the {trength that 
{upported both the other two,and ac- 
cordingly God hath required zhzs 
Blood at this hand : by dividing of 
them, and ſetting every mans hand 
agailift his Brother , Praying againſt 
Praying,Preaching againſt Preaching, 
Gitts 2 gainſt Gifts : 4 cup of tremblin 
and giddineſs, and fpiritual was 1; 
given to them, abſurd and unmanl 
COnceits , yes and deluſions ; groſs 
blindneſs , that could not find their 
way 3 nor at /aſt underſtand what was 
coming upon them : Their Solemn 
Feaſts and Faſts , ſpread as Dung upon 
ther Faces, and they taken away toge- 
ther with them : That Succeſs that they 
gloried in, taken from them, and be- 
itowed upon them rhat they curſed, 
as Gods Enemies; and that Anti-chriſt 
and Babel that they tought againſt, is 
found amongſt themſelves : tor never 
was any thing more a Babel of confuſion 
then they : nor any thing more direct- 
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ly oppoſite to the Laws and Infſtituti- 
ons of Chriſt , in Church and Com- 
mon-wealth then they : And the Spt- 
ritual Life of Love, Union, Order,and 
Light taken away,and they caſt out of 
Power into contempt. Of each of 
theſe three hands, Mzlitary, Croil, and 
Religious, as of Beaſt, Man, 8 Brother 3 
hath God required the Blood of his 
Majeſty by a death ſuitable to each, 
according to their capacity. 
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His Nation hath been miſerably 
imbroyled in great confuſions, 


which makes the buſineſs very per- 
plexd,and myſterious; varieties of evil 
powers and Spirits, have been at work 


- amongſt us ; they all met in this capi- 


tal crime the K7ngs blood ; It the Right 


F, ofthis be not fully known,the Nation 


cannot be healed. Nor can theſe things 


| be underſtood but by the fame Wil- 
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dom. of God, which formed them ; 
And therefore. I believe your Maje- 
ſty,and all ſober minds will weigh and 
conſider , that 7uſtice of God which 
hath beeu in all theſe things working 
out your deliverance. 
This Juſtice of God is bright,clear 
and honoarable, and theretorewill, it 
naderftood,ſatisty the Reaſon and Ju- 
{tice of the Nation , and direct it, in 
what 1s further to be done :.- And the 
Judgment that God hath already 
given in this caſe , according to his 
own Law, will explicate the: Law, and 
be a Precedent for the luſtice of thc 
Nation, now and for eyef :- Forthe 
caſe of the Law is this :: God the 
Fountain of Life,by his own Ward ſends 
forth Life and Blood into all parts of 
the Earth , to replenifhit, into every 
ſpot of ground an inhabitant , into 
every Place and Office,a Perſon to fill 
that place , to enjoy the benefit, and 
fulfill the duty of that place ; When 
de haththus diſpoſed the affair of his 
| | Houle , 
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Houtk , there comes lome {trangerin, 
ſome wicked luit, who to make wa 
for himſelt, kills ſome of this F amily : 
by this the righteous Law of God, by 
which he rules the World is violated. 
'This Lite flain;, returns to him from 
whence 1t came : 'and complains of 
the injury; God hears this , which 
awakens his Juſtice, to an Inquiſition, 
who it 1s that hath done this, and with 
what mind he did it, and what evil 
Spirit lead him to it, or by what luſts 
he was drawn to it, and then he pu- 
miſhes the Offender, and therein comw- 
demns the Sin , and makes reſtirution 
to the Perſon injur d, as he is capable, 
£0 him, or his name or poſterity ; and 
{o reſtores r2&htronſneſs, which is the 
Life of the whole an oi every parti- 
cular; the Family being cleanſed, and 
righted they are fatisficd. 

And fo God hath donc in this Natt- 
on: it was repleniſhed with Nagiltrates, 
Miniſters and People, anc with great 
honour and riches, in Church, and 

Com» 
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Common-wealth a people having 
wer in their hands,profefling to re- 
form them, deſtsoy the Offices, kill 8 
——_ _ , poſlels themſelves 
of the places, honours, revenues : 
The life both of Perſons and Offices 
returns to him , that made and infſti- 
tuted them3their cryes for vengeance; 
he goes forth to Judgement ; exa- 
mines what theſe people are that have 
done this , how itis that they have a- 
buſed their power , by what wic- 
ked ſpirits and falſe prophets they 
were lead; he diſcovers them , di- 
vides them, takes power from them, 
and makes them render back the 0f- 
fice of King, honours of Lords , Re- 
venues of Crown and Church, and 
all the Places , Advantages they had 
gotten, and turns them out with 
ſhame, and prepares them thereby to 
learn better things : ſo that there is not 
only a grofs puniſhing and deftroy- 
ing their perſons - but a beginning of 
conviction of their fins, diſcovery of 
them, 
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them', and their wayes , in order to 
correc, and for ever reform ſuch er- 
rours: and a rendition of all that 
they had taken , Monarchy, Epiſco- 
pacy, Revenues, andall improved , 
as the Lands ; Monarchy more abſo- 
lute, the Church juſtified! from 
their reproaches of Antichriſtianifm, 
which are tallen upon their heads. 
And ſhe impowered with ability 
and opportunity to judge her adver- 
faries, and ſave the Soals of her poor 
beguiled Children; which is an ex- 
at Pattern of Royal and Chriſtian 
Juſtice, ro your Majeſty , and the 
whole Church of God. 

Therefore I beſeech your Majeſty, 
and the wiſe Men of this Nation , to 
conſider how much and how far Ju- 
{tice hath been done. To take away 
the /ife of a Prince,a publick perſon , 
by publick Tryal , in the face of the 
world:is the a&t not of a perſon,but of 
a people or body, and that in power : 
and therefore the guilt of the blood 
lies upon that body ſo impowered: To 
require 
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require this blood ot a people, in 
power, belongs onely to God, to 
whom all power doth belong : And 


this God hath done more fully and ' 


honorably than could be. imagi- 
ned or defired , betore 'twas done , 
both upon the Par/tament and Army, 
by whoſe hand the b/ood was ſhed;not 
onely tothe honour and dignity, but 
the lite and being of both: Let it 
be conſidered alſo, whether it be juſt 
and honourable to puniſh that power, 
or perſons aCting 1n that, which if it 
were not already ruined and detunct, 
were not liable to be queſtioned : for 
while it was power, it could not be 
Judged. 

I beſeech your Majeſty alſo to con- 
fider , whether ſeeing they have by 
Divine Juſtice delivered into your 
hands , not onely your Crown , but 
all the Honour and Riches of Church 
and State, to do with them as your 
Majejties Juſtice and Mercy ſhall di- 


rect, And your Majeſty accepting 


of them from their hands , from the 
Army 
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Army immediately, and mediately 
from that Parl:ament, who called this 
Parliament to do it : whether this do 
not-declare'an Atonement and Re- 
conciliation ; and be not 1n it ſelf the 


- fulleſt ſatisfaction that tan be , thar 


they ſhould 6be:h be lead-by a Divine 
hand, themſelves, not compelled by 
torce, to yield up theirlife and being 
to your Majeſtiy : "Tis fatisfaCtion to 
the utmoſt that can be given by 
them, and tis accepted by you. 
And then another queſtion will. a- 
riſe, whether it the Szpream Power 
e acquitted ; that whici1 is znferzour, 
and derrwative be not acquittedalfo ? 
that is , whether it be clear Juſtice to 
aſs by the Parl:ament and puniſh the 
Fudge: of therr high Court, who were 
but their Miniflers ? it ſeems not. 
And ſuch is the eminency of thisCaulſle, 
and fo full matter hath Juſtice to 
work upon , that it needs not ſtep 0- 
ver the leaſt appearance of Reaſon 
for ſatisf2tion : neither ſhould 
any 


: (110 
any thing be done p it, but that which 
is compleatly juſt : If it be not com- 
pleatly juſt, it cannot ſure be honou- 
rable, to require the blood of the 
Szupream, at the hands of ax inferiour, 
where there is a Supream: There 
mult be proportion in Juſtice , Prin- 
ces are Gods; The Parliament in 
that at were Gods , and that Court 
created by them , their creatures : 
The Juſtice of God requires Peers or 
Equals, fo far as may be had. 
Another queſtion riſes from the ex- 
cellency of Dzivine Juſtice in this 
cauſe : whether if the Body and Power 
ſuffer , it be juſtto puniſh the Mem- 
bers of that Body, for what they acted 
in thar Power or Body : as whether 
the Members of the Parliament or 
Army , may be puniſhed , for what 
they acted in and with the whole ? Its 
a doubtful queſtion : for if the whole 
be guilty of that Fact which the whole 
did, as certainly they are ; then if the 
whole have not ſuffered what is due to. 
them,

them , it muſt be required of them: - 
ifthe whole have ſuffered and be free, 
| the partsare ſotoo : We have alrea- 
dy concluded that this A# could not 
be the 4# of a perſon or perſons, to 
take away the life of a King by a pu- 
blick Tryal: And therefore as no 
_ private perſons had Power, Honour, 
or ſtrength enough to doit; ſo have 
they not ſufficiency ofcither to make 
fatisfaction for that blood ſo ſhed. 

And yet I think that the fuffering 
of the body and power, doth not 
wholly excuſe perſons. Let us there- 
fore conſider what God hath required 
and done in this Caſe, as to perſons , 
it may both: ſatisfie Juſtice , and di- 
rect it in its progreſs. 

Theſe two bodies the Army and 
Parliament, had ſome that were their 
Heads and Leaders in this Fact : "ſhe 
Army aCted in it two wayes, by their 
Councel of Ofhcers, and by the power 
of their Swords 5 and accordingly 
had two that were Chiet: 7 __ 

OL 
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for Counſel, who-totmed thatRes 
monitrance upon which the 'Tryal 
was grounded: &Cromwel tor Action; 
who at that time, and in that buſineſs 
ſteered the Army, "Ihe Parliament 
acted but in one capacity oneily as 
Counctl, and was guidedin it, as all 
men know, by him that was Judge 
of the Court. Now of theſe God 
hath requircd this blood , and taken 
them from the carth ,- which is a mer- 


pleaſing to.2 mild Prince, to be pre> 
vented by a D:vine hand tron ſhed- 
ding of 6/oad , though it be in the 
way of Iuttice: And it your Maje- 
fty could be honourably and wholly 
treed from it, it-were to be defired : 
But this work of God: inſtructs: us in 
that which is it felt moſt rational , 
that in cafe @ Bo4y- of people ſhould 
offtend and deſerve death : he is not 
ſo extream as to deſtroy the whole 
for one Fact,and yet tis juſt that ſome 
ſhould ſuffer : there is a juſt Rule for 
that 
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that ſome (for juſtice goes by Rule 
in every circumſtance) it muſt not be 
fame , nor chance, much leſs favour 
that ſhould point them out: theſe 
are not fit tojudge of the /zfe of man, 
that hath Gods Image upon him : for 
though all be guilty of the Fact, and 
may juſtly utter in that reſpect ; yet 
tis notjuſt in reſpect to that Body, 
that one ſhould be taken and another 
left; except it appear who and where- 
in he hath been more guilty than his 
fellowes.: And therefore as 'tis juſt 
that ſome die, ſo 'tis neceflary to take 
the chiet: And herein Divincuſtice 
that never fails, hath been exact in 
taking thoſe three heads of their 
Tribes: and it ſeems to pleaſe it felt 
in the proportion , that being to re- 
quire blood for a Monarch, it is beſt 
pleaſed with the lite of one; ſo he 
be the principal. And therefore the 
ſame Divine juſtice may refuſe moſt 
of the Priſoners -excepted , as too 


mean ſhrabs to anſwer tor the blood

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of ſuch aA, : for moſtof them 
are every way inconfiderable perſons, 
that had neither Intereſt, Power 
or Policy, no nor wickedneſs e- 
nough to deſign ſo high a Crime - 
tor perſonal malice to his Majeſty 
they.could not have ; there being no- 
thing in his Majeſties perſon or Go- 
vernment, that could draw forth ſuch 
a luſt in them 5 no provoking injury 
cither to them or their | Relations ; 
Neither have they ſouls big enough 
to afpire to the leaſt ſhare of Royal 
Dominion « It any of the whole Body 


could be {uſt pected to be ambitious of 


SOVCratgnty , they are gone : mean 
common perſons that ſignified no- 
thing, or but little in the aCt, cannot 
j1gaitie nach upon the account , for 
general ſatisfaction to the juſtice of 
God and the Nation, for Royal 
blood : and theretorc it is not Royal 
Juſtice , but ſome common vulgar 
minds that can be ſatisfied with ſuch 
mean ſtuffe : I doubt there is ſome 
vehement 
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vehement thirft' for blood, that can 
be content with puddle-water to 
drink : Your Majeſtics Royal mind 
cannot bur expect a better ſacrifice : 
better none, than not the fatteſt ane 
beſt ; and ſuch there are , and may be 
had. | 
But to proceed : The Army and 
Parhament have yielded up their lives 
as 'a Military and Civil Body and 
Power ; and thc Perſons that were 
Heads at that time , and Leaders in 
the Fact, are taken away by Divine 
Juſtice : and only the Leaders,a juſt 
Sacrifice for a' Princes blood : If this 
be juſt Reaſon , as certainly right 
Reaſon is Juſt, and the Rule of Ju- 
ftice : then it ſhews honourable and 
complear ſatisfaftion made by God, 
as to the Matter or Parts,of Army and 
Parliament , for what was done by, 
and in them, in that capacity. But yet 
weſce the Nation 1s not ſatisfied, ſom- 
thing is expected from his Majeſty. 
Doubtleſs , there is ſomething to be 
TI 2 done 
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done; for full and compleat Iuſtice 
would appeaſe and quiet the whoie 
Nation : And that is exceedingly to 
be deſired, and tis to be done ; it we 
are willing to attend upon God, in 
that way of Reaſon and Iuftice which 
he preſcribes ; for he that hath begun 
to do this, for your Majeſty , and the 
Nation, will finiſh it, by giving peace 
and quiet to the Spirits of the Nation, 
wherein onely your Majeffy and we 
can be happy.jThis by the way,I nut 
take notice;of that in that earneſt and 
haſty defire of revenge , that doth I 
tear affect the minds both of Clergre 8 
Laity,and makes them uneaſie,is from 
a fore in their own minds, which if 
cured would give them eaſe: Tis very 
rue, that neither Nobility, nor Gen- 
try,ncither Biſhops,nor Clergie, w2re 
worthy of fuch a King as he was : tor 
bad the Virtes of the Nobility and 

Gentry been an{wecable to his, they 

and he had not ſuffered as ther 1d : 

Certainly , all unrighteoaſnels and 

Ull- 
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unholineſs is either an Enemy or a 
Traytor to Sacred Majeſty: And had 
the Biſhops & Clergie been as able, & 
vigilant in their places to defend him 
and his Office, as he was to defend 
them: Theſe Troops of enormous 
Opinions , had not broken in upon 
Church and State : Therefore there 
is guilt upon them, and that ſtings 
their minds iato emnity 5 which bur- 
thens others to eaſe it ſelf ; this guilt 
they do not yet ſee; the Reaſon is, 
becauſe they have not yet a clear ſenſe 
of the Mercy of God to them : for no 
man can have a right ſenſe of fin, till - 
it be pardoned and removed, and till 
that Mercy that-pardons, raiſes up in 
the mind, anew Lite : : for fin while it 
abides in a man, it darkens and en- 
rages the mind, and hence is their 
wrath kindled ; which being ſenſual 
and ſhort-tighted , falls upon that 
which1s next to them ; wanting abili- 
ty to judge and patience to wait for a 
better : But when both theſe ſhall ſee 
T3 and 
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and feel that /arg fiars Mercy that 
hath. reſtored , and will effabliſþ 3 and 
ſhall likewiſe ſee , how his Majeſties 
ſufferings , and their own 5 together 
with the weak errors of their Ene- 
mies, hayeconduced to it; they will 
be both Nobler in their Tuſtice , and 
larger in their merey 3 For theſe two 
cannot be ſeperated, Honourable Fuſttce 
ahd Royal Grace. But as yet I do per- 
ceive that the death of his Majeſty 
and fo the whole, of the late Reyolu- 
tions. 1n England, are a Miſtery, both 
to the. Agents and Patients in them 3 
x they were underſtood, they would 
ſatisfie ; for the things themſelyes/are 
of a tranſcendent Nature, and there- 
fore being ſeen, will give tranſcendent 
ſatisfaQion. |

N Ow to proſecute our Method 
4 N of Juſtice, this Body of People, 
by whom this blood was ſhed, being 
blown off, as to their Melitary & Cruil 
Power,by which they perpetrated this 
Fact; and nov more to be had of them 
in that capacity : We muſt confider 
them in their /zrd State, that we bave 
mentioned as a Rel:grous Chriſtian, or 


Rattionel Body:which is the third hand, 


and the-chieteſt ſtrength of the other 


two; firſt living and laſt dying;tor twas 
by their Religious Gifts that they ac- 


quired both the other 3 & thoſe judg- 
ments that reach them jn the other 
States , come not near them in this : 
for this, being a Sp:r:tzal thing, doth 
ſave it ſelf from all outward ſtrokes, 
under the fiotion of ſuffering for the 
Truth : and in this many of them are 


. yet very high and bold, able to with- 


I 4 ſtand | 
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{tand all power that doth yet appear 
againſt =_ : And poflibly he a 
hope to ralley, and recover what they 
have loſt ; as long as they hope it, the 
Nation may fear it : I confeſs, I think 
-there is no ground for either : For, 
theſe-powers are not natural to them 3 
the power of the Sword is not proper 
to a Spiritual people, nor an ancient, 
national conſtitution, to a new thing, 
| that is ofanother World. They have 
alſo-ſo far abuſed them, and forit , ſo 
ſpued out;as not to be reſtored. How 
ever, this Body of people, yet remain- 
ivg inthe Nation, and the Spiritand 
Principles whole and ſtrong ; and be- 
ing. ſo largea Body , and of fo mon- | 
{trous a ſhape , with his ſeven Heads 
and ten Horns , of ſo ſtrange a Na- 
tare, that no man underſtands it; the 
Nation may juſtly require fatisfaCtion 
of them, and ſecurity againſt them : 
and tis juſt they ſhould have it." But 
every man that exerciſes either Rea- 
{on,Religion,or Experience,will find, 
that 
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that. outward puniſhments confirm 
and ſpread Spirits and Principles ; if 
they have any appearance of Reaſon 
or Religion in them. And this is clear 
in theſe peoplethat theyhave perſonal 
gitts,the Light of Prophefies 8 Scrip- 
ture, which the leaſt ſpark of Divine 
Light may judge ; but all outward 
puniſhments will never ſubdue: And 
as. to theſe people under tryal, 'tis 
moſt true, that take the Perſons and 
the Fact barely , as they lye without 
conſidering the hand of Power, Army 
and:Parlament, by which it was com- 
mitted ; the leaſt Mznifter of Fafirce 
inthe Nation, will ſay, to 4z/{ the Kzng 
7s Treaſon 5 but how little will it avail, 
to fatisfie and ſecure the Nation, ithat 
ſome tew, it may be ſuperfluous bran- 
ches of the Body beloppedoft; twill 
rather prune then cut down this great 
Tree : It is intended by the Law and 
Juſtice of the Nation, that w*is done 
totheſe priſoners; is-done to the whole 
party, in ſatisfaction for them all ' and 
there-

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therefore the whole muſt needs feel, 
that whatis done tothem , is done ta 
all: it theſe be not the Heads,then will 
juſtice be deluded and remain unfatis- 
fied : and then it will not reſt here, 
but leave the whole Body under fears 
of further revenge: If juſtice err; & act 
blindly, there is ſome evil mixt with 
it that_ cauſes that error : nothin 
darkens or mitfleads juftice, but: 

on and hatred; ifthis be in it, the'peo- 
ple muſt needs feel it , and be pro- 
voked and irritated by it : Clear Ju- 
ſtice, ſubjects the ſtouteſt minds3.but 
revenge and enmity ſtrengthens and 
exaſperates the loweſt and weakeſt : 
Therefore let it be confidered , that 
theſe people are aparty or body,come 
forth in their Lives and Profeſſions, 
into a diſtin State different from, 
and oppoſite to the Nation and. its 
Government : This body is oze, in 
oppoſition to the ancient Laws of the 
Nation , though divided amongf 
themſelves, like that Beaft in the R- 


velations 
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velations that had ten Horns ; but one 


mind: This Body have three Princi- 


ples that lead them to take away the 


Life ofthe King.

firſt, their principles I know are un- 
ſound : Secondly, their works, for 
which they, were appointed, 227. to

Thirdly, that ſucceſs in which they 
gloried,is withered and gone. Fourth- 
ly, thoſe outward advantages that 
ſtrengthen unſound principles , are 
removed, Fifthly, that ſpirit, that 
wine of fornication, that. inflamed 
them, is under judgment. And Sixth- 
ly, They are lefrin a fick and guilty 
ſrate, having over-run themſelves and 
{o come to lofſe : Why ſhould we not 
then have- that common charity to 
them, which is due to all men, that 
they are Men, and capable of reaſon ? 
He that hath attained the paſſeſſron of 
his own reaſon , will in the finding of. 
his own, find that the ſame reaſon 15 11 
athers : and be that hath a::reaſon or 
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faith of his own, that 1s not the reaſon 
and faith of others, {tt me tell him, it is 
not true reaſon he hath, or bus a piece of 
gn 41. 

I have ſome particular reaſon to 
undertake for theſe people, and theſe 


things, that they are reducible ; tor,T 


have known , and trayell'd thorow 
theſe _ and tound the bot» 
tom of them,whence they come, what 
their work is, and where they end : ] 
believe , if this opportunity be im- 
roved, it will recover this people {0 
r to your Majeſty and to theChurch, 
as will be very much tor the honour 
and advantage of both; they being 
enriched with many perſonal gitts. 
Yer1am perſ{waded alſo, that ſome 
will adhere to them, becauſe there is 
a degree of rightcouſneſs in them : 
1. Of perſonal, legal , prophetical 
righteouſneſs : ſomething there hath 
beenof'a Miniſtery, to execute the 
determined Counſel of God 5 forwhich 
they had a'zeal: and a ſervile-ormu- 
mſtring 
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mftring ſprit, the righteouſneſs of it 
is ſtill among them ; and if it be fair- 
ly hunted, it will earth it ſelf in ſome 
particular perſons, and will fly as ſpi- 
rits do when affaulted,to ſome princi- 
pal parts : Thoſe perſons will be f/led 
and fatted with them, high,ſtrong and 
righteous in them; and fo a fit ſa- 
crifice, being able to ſuffer, they will 
readily meetathe ſtroke; of Juſtice. It 
all ſhall deſert their cauſe, 'twill fall 
wofully, and they will deſerve pitty ; 
bur if any ſuffer, 'tis proportionable 
both to the Law of God, and to this 
high and glorious Crime ( it it may 
wear that name, either for his fake 
that died, or his in whoſe name 'twas 
acted) that it ſhould be the beſt of the 
flock: The vulgar and common cry, 
is Villains, horrid Murderers; which is 
avile ſpirit, and would doubtleſs be 
content with the foul blood of any 
kind, or in any manner : this 'is the 
wrath of man, and it fulfilleth not the 
righteouſneſs of God; But Divine Ju- 
ſtice 
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ſtice is ſacred, clean,and honourable, 
and by it God doth require ſomething 
anſwerable , which he would not do, 
if it werenot to be had : he knows 
there is the Image of God in all men, 
even in the guilty ; and where that 
Image is, righteouſneſs is,much more 
in a party of men and there is ſome- 
thing h:gh and notableCin this Party, 
whereby they did ſo great things - 
this abuſed and ſeduced, committed 
the murder ; and this Fuſtzce requires 
to be found out : A common Mur- 
derer , meerly to kill-him, becauſe he 
i guilty , is brutiſh, if not deviliſh, 
to ſeek nor ſatisfaction , but deſtru- 
&ion : The Law requires a man, for 
a man; anda man 7n Gods Image: it 
it benot to be had ; the Law will re- 
nn itof the Law-maker, and there- 
ore Chriſt ſuffered himſelf ; the Juſt 
for the urjuſt: And the Church ac- 
counts, that the perſon brought to | 
death, is Righteous , and fo receives 
him unto her bowels, and gives him 
' the 
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the Scales of Pardon and Grace: 
which ſhe might not do , but tothe 
body of Chriſt, and ſoa Member of 
Chriſt dies : and that is ſatisfaction , 
indeed to the Law of God: love 
muſt firſtenlighten, inſtruct, cleanſe; 
forgive and feed with Chriſts body 
and blood , and then it is to be pre- 
ſented to Juſtice : There is onely 
one thing wanting, a Court of Tadt- 
catory , ora Tudge : the next part of 
this Law will faraiſh us with fuch a 
one , | as will fatishe al! parties , both 

the Plaintiff and the Defendant : the 
party to be tryed : and them that 
ſue for juſtice. 
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FE have ſeen the Authort- 
\ ty aid Severity ot this 


Law, and what God requires mn it, 
blood, and of whim: The remaining 
part of the Lay directs by whom and 

R tl 
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in what manner this blood is requzred: 
IWhoſo fheddeth mans blood, by man ſhall 
his blood be ſhed; forin the Image of 
God made he man, In this Law, Ma- 
giſtracy is firſt inſtituted, and an Au- 
thority erected by which Blood, and 
conſequently all other Pleas ſhould 
be judged: and this is the intent of 
this part of the Lo9w. And therefore 
the Kings Juages, that urged this a- 
oainſt the Lite of the King, without 
confideting the Authority of the firſt 
partof it : God requiring Blood, did 
by this Law, as they did by all Law, 
Reaſon, and Religion, break it in 


' Pieces :and ſo firſt beheaded the Law 


it ſelf, and then beheaded the King 
by it; and forced the Law againit 
that Magiſtracy which it did inſti- 
rute. 

What God hath joyned, no man 
may ſeparate : God firft makes his 
demand what he wil have for his {lain 
Child: Man, Blood 5 and of whom, 
Beaſt, Man, or Brother , and then 
tranl- 
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transfers this his {TE to Man, and 
invelts him with his own- Divine Ma- 
jetty and Power , in his Name to 
jadge arid execute as he finds cauſe :

imgularly his, not only by inſtitution, 
but that iri which he hath placed his 
own perſonal right over the Life and 
huokof his Creature and child; Man. 
Things are feen pureſt in their pri- 
mitive infſtiturion; and this being the 
firſt birth 'of Magiſtracy;we may here 
find a full & lively Image of it: Firſt, 
this Law was given to Noah the head 
and father of the family, to whom 
power did naturally belong 5 he 
was by it inveſted with a Crown : yet 
| it was given to him for the whole, and 
to the whole with him ; 'tis the Right 
8 of Man, and given not to a perſon, 
tor then it had died with him ; nor 
to any qualities of perſons, but to the 
K 2 nature, 
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- nature, to all Mankind in one Come 


mon-wealth, 
Secondly, the extent of it is : }ho- 


/o 3 the three Eſtates under Noah are 


ſubjected ; Nobles, Gentlemen ; or 
Free-men,and Seryants : for of theſe 
three this Common-wealth was con- 
{tiruted 5 who were repreſented ( as 
we have ſhewed ) in his three ſons, 
Shem, Japhet, and Ham : Hence na- 
turally ariſes Supremacy. 
Thirdly, The cauſe of Blood and 
Life is committed to him : Whoſo 


ſheddeth Mans blood : and fo the power 


of Life and Death 1s given to him: | 
which is the higheſt power, over the 
life of the nobleſt creature Man, and 
over all degrees of men : Under it 
are contained all lefler pleas , the 
greater comprehending the lefle : 
And from hence ariſes Powey to his 
Supremacy : he that hath Lite, Body 
and Eſtate commutted to him, muſt 
have Power to protect them, and 
Power to remoye that which infects 
them, * Fourthly, 
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Fourthly, But who is to have this 
Supremacy and Power Man: this is 
therefore in grace and good-wll to 
Man, and comes from the ſame root 
that brought forth Chriſt, being an 
image of the ſame thing; wherein 
Man is taken up from a common 
ſtate,unto a throne of fellowſhip with 
God : and God deſcends and ſetteth 
up his own Kingdom in Man, that he 
might thereby be ſaved from that 
univerſal corruption and deſtruction 
that befell the e/d World ; And where 
this is ſeated, there is Grace ſuper- 
lative. 

Fitthly, Who ſhall have this power, 
all men, or every man 2 No, that 
were a remedy worſe than the dit- 
eaſe 3 better no man have power to 
avenge, than all men: for every man 
would hereby be armed to do mil- 
chief ; yet it is given to all, becauſe 
to Man indifinitly,” and therfore uni- 
verſally : Reaſon will cafily under- 
ſtand it, that it is intended to-one 
| K 3 wha 
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who is vertuelly all, one in whom all 
meet: One,as fitteſt to repreſent one 
God ; and to repreſent and unite all 
men: for allmen are truly one, and 
truly repretented by one, aud united 
in one 3 for nothing unites traly but 
one, and hence ariles Mongrchy. 

Sixthly, "This one man, in whom 
all are vertually, and united firmly, 
mulſt neceflarily be an- eminent and 
honourable perſon 3 as the head where 
the lite and good of the whole meet; 
And hence 15: FJonour or Degmty, 

Seventhly, He that is thus inveſted 
with power of life, is Mar 3 and ther- 
fore muſt in this Office minifter hu- 
manely, in love to Man, with general 
ſweetneſs and goodneſs to the na- 
ture 3 not as an enemy, no not to him 
that is puniſhed ; for the whole Law 
was given 1n grace and favour to 
Man,and every Man may expect with 
juſtice all mercy and goodneſs , and 
it is due to himby this Law 3 asit is 
from his own ſoul, 
$, By 
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© $8. By Mean: therefore in 7udge- 
ment and by a Rule, and Law,for man 
15 a rational Creature, and hath a Law 


imprinted in him : and therefore 


' thisfis added to all the reſt, or rather 


ſuppoſed that this Magiſtrate is a 
Judge , and hath Juriſai#on ; Power 
to give and declare Law 3 by which 
offences muſt be tryed. And it he 
have Power to puniſh by Law , he 
hath power likewiſe to make Laws 
to prevent ſuch offences : and hence 
ſprings another part of principality to 
Judge, and make Law. 

9. Whereis this Law to be had,by 
which he muſt judge ? "Tis inthe Na- 
ture of Man , for Man is made mm Gods 
Image: And to this the Magiltrate is 
directed for his Law, to the Image of 
God: All Law is in this Image, elſe it 
were not his Image 3 there was in this 
firſt conſtitution no Law given , but 
all reter'd to this ; and if afterward 
any Law was declared unto man, it 
was taken from hence,the Morral out 
K 4 ts of 
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of the Natural, and the Spiritual Lars 


out of the Sprritzal Man : And there-' 
fore if at any time he be deſtitute of 


a Law, or the Law in uſe be ſhort, 
here is ſufficient to ſupply it. 

But is this a reaſonable inſtitution, 
that there ſhould be ſuch authori 
gue man over another, Yes, for firſt, 
what God commands, is it ſelf reaſon, 
becauſe he commands it : yet, withal 
he is willing to ſhew reaſon why 'tis 
ſo; And theretore his Law is highly 
rational. 'The reaſon of this inititu- 
tion, which reaches to alt the parts of 
it,iz3 For, 1m the [mage of God made he 
Man: The ſame authority that God 
ſets_upon a Prince over all , he hath 
given to every man. 1. Over himſelt, 
2, Overhis Relations. 3. Over his 
Cattle, and over the Earth, his pofſet- 
ons : And what he givcstoa Man in 
a private inferior way, he gives to the 
Prince ina publick and ſaperior way : 
and''no man can quarrel with the 
Higher, except he be befides biinſelf; 


and 
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and have loſt the ſence of the 7 mage 
of Godin himfelt, What more rational 
then this , that the whole 1s ſtron 
then a part, and therefore the Image 
of God is more excellently in all then 
in any one: andit it be inthe whole 
Body 3 then more eminently and ex- 
cellently in nobler parts : And this 
inſtitution being laid in Nature, it 
produces al civil parts,a Head afſwel as 
a Body. What more natural and ra- 
tional , then that a man ſhould be go- 
verned by the ſame Nature and Law 
that is in himſelf, and is himſelf; And 
that not the worſt of himſelf, but his 
beſt part,the Image of God: What more 
natural and rational then this, that the 
Image of God Rule, which is truely 
Royal and Princely 2 And this Image 
improped, adyanced and exalted tor 
that purpoſe: And after man had 
tryed , and by wotul experience had 
found, that in his own perſonal State, 
the Enemics had and doth daily ruin 
him, and all mankind, and therefore

that” this is a high favour to man, 


There being no way but Chis, to pre» 


ſerve this Image ofGod in man,aganſt 


the Prince of darkneſs 3. but railthg up 
this Image upon a Throne, ſo ſtrong. 


ly ſupported by Grace, that the Ene- | 


rity cannot deſtroy it : What more 
rational then this ; that if one Mar 
made in Gods Image, depart from it 
and become a'T biet or Murderer, and 
thereby hart or deſtroy the Image of 
Gad in another,which will unavoyda- 
bly be , man being in aweak fallen 
ſtate, &;Satan his enemy having gotten 
into Power: is it not rational,and great 
favour to Man, that the ſame Image 
injuredin both, ſhould be impowred 
to reaifie and reſtore the ſame to 
right again? 

By this Law .was a univerſal Mo 
narchy ereAed in Noahs Family , and 
firmly founded in the Nature of 
Man, it ſhould have deſcended unto 
Shem and his iſhue , being both the el- 
der Brother, and Nobler Perſon ; But 
the 
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the younger, Ham uſurped it, taking 
firſt UM of of his Fathers fall into . 
drunkenneſs, (ungraciouſly, and un- 

Charitably ) and afterward Nimrod 
his Grand-Child took by force ; and 


| keptin his Line,many hundred years, 


in four ſucceſſive Monarchies; owned 
and confirmed by God, not by inhe- 
ritance , but by Gift , though in the 
hands of the baſil of Men. 

All this time the right Line of Shem 
was ſupprefled ; till ir did ſpring forth 
in promiſe only,to Abraham who was of 
his Seed: Ir reſted a while ina pri- 
vate Family in Abrahams Seed , and 
was driven into Agypt , the Land of 
Ham, where it increaſed, and was 
brought out again by Me/es and Aa- 
ron 5 afterwards eſtabliſhed in David 
and his Poſterity, a Branch of the right 
Root of Shem. In lim twas 7n 1 ype 
and 7n Flefs, and theretore decayed ; 
and was removed into Babylon , of 
Hams Poſterity , from whence they 


were delivered by Foſhua and Zer- 
rubbabet, 
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rubbabel, of whom 6 Sprung. He 
and his Succeflors, the Apoſtles held it 
only Mzniſterially and Sprritually, the 
outward and ſecular Power being ſtill 
kept by the curſed Seed of Ham: 
theſe ſpread it by Preaching into the 
World: Being oppoſed and perſecu- 
ted by the /furpers , they ſowed it in 
their blood , and ſo laid down that 
Meniſtry, and by death 'and conſtant 
ſuffering overcame the powers of the 
World : What they ſowed ſprung up 
more jnlarged and confirmed in their 
Succeflors the B:/hops , by whom the 
powers of the World-were converted, 
and laid down their Crowns at Chriſts 
Feet, and received them again as his 
Children ; by which theſe two great 
Offices, King and Prieſt were United. 
The firſt King that was adopted into 
Chriſts Family, was LZuctus King of 
Brittam. By the Biſhops and Chriſti- 
an Kings, the Tabernacle of David was 
ſet uþ among the Civil Gentiles, and 
' the Holy City , Chriſtian Government 

| eſta- 
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eſtabliſhed in'the world : which now 
hath been trampled under toot by the 
barbarous Gentiles , and both Mag:- 
ſtracy and Mrmſiry cloathedin Sack- 
cloath, and adminiſtring in a dim ſpi- 
rit, clouded with Gentz/:ſm and Antt- 
chriſtamſm : But the Root being laid 
ſtrong at firſt in Mans Nature , and 
fince in the Perſon and Spirit of Chriſt 
it hath continued , and ſtood man 

ages both in Popery and Proteſtenti/m 
in this Nation : But being covered 
with Sack-cloth, and ſo hid andun- 
known : they were expoſed in theſe 
times to great ſufferings, to be proved 
and tryed 5 And having indured the 
fire, now riſe again in your Majejites 


Reſtoration. 


SECT. X XVII, 


Mfc? being thus ſtated, in 
all the. parts of it, Supremacy, 


Power of Life Jn Eſtate, Grace, Mo- 
narchy, 


LP In - 
narchy, Honour, Power of Judging by 
Law and r:oking Laws, and all trom its 
pure and primitive inſtitution , and 
trom thence derived to this prefeut 
time, and our preſent condition it 
- will direct asto Judge of the cauſe in 
hand , being for Magiſterial blood, 
ſhed by Power , and fo 'twixt Powet 
and Power, or Magiſtrary and Magj- 
ſ{tracy. 

This Law is pleaded on both fides, 
the Kings Judges urged it againſt the 
King,but not in true Tanna : For 


the Supream Magittrate hath Power of 


Life, given immediately from God; 
and theretore his Power ani Life, con- 
taining in it, theRight and Authority 
of God, cannot legally be judged by 
an inferiour , but by God himſelt: 
for to admit of another Power, equal 
or ſuperior to the Supream, 1s an ab- 
ſurdity that the reaſon of God and 
Man abhors ; and can have its place 

only in Babel, contufion. 
And therefore it the King, who is 
Su- 
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Supream, and the Aſan in the Law, 
ſhall- either weakly or wilfully ſhed 
blood, he bemg entruſted with the 
Right of God, and the Lite of the 
whole 3. this Right of God, and the 
Lite of the whole in him, is not to 
ſuffer for a private and perſonal 
wrong ; for then not the perfon on- 
[y,but the office and inſtitution might 
{uffer, which is Gods, and the whole 
be left deſtitute .of their Protector : 
And theretore as God ſets him in that 

lace, it belongs to him only to judge 
Fm 3 Not that he 1s hereby ( as 
carthly men fancy) free from puniſh- 
ment ; which ſuppoſes God either 
notto be, or not to regard the Laws 
and Inſtitutions that he hath made ; 
which is a grofle profaneſs, or Athe- 
iſm, that is found amongſt our high 
Proteflors ; and ſhews their Religion 
to be earthly, though it pretend to be 
ſpiritual : wherein they exceed thoſe 
whom they ſcorn as moſt profane : 
But let all be afſured of this, that by 
how 
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how much more any mans place or 
Office approaches to God, by ſo 
much more ſeverely ſhall he be puni- 
ſhed, if he offends : for God, as he is 
moſt mercifull , ſo moſt juſt: and 
though it be a prfviledge neceffary to 
the place, to be left to him, yet he 
is not by being free from mans judg- 
ment, wholly free, but left to the 
more ſevere judgment of God : As 
it was in the caſe of David, -for this 
crime of murder : God took not away 
his lite, nor required the people to 
do it ; but judged him more ſharply: 
he ſpared his lite for his peoples ſake, 
and for his name ſake ; but firſt he 
racked him, and broke hw bones, worſe 


than ten deaths ; and then entailed 


the Sword upon his Houſe, which is 
to him that loves poſterity, worſe than 
perſonal death. And therefore the 
7udoes of the King wreſted this Law, 
and fet up their own earthly principles 
againft its-heavenly mſt:tution. 

On the other fide, it will be que- 
ftioned 
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ſtioned, whether an/ſurped power hath 
the ſame Priviledge, with a Juſt Pow- 
er : It ſeems ſo to me ; For, it was the 
caſe of Hams Poſterity , who held the 
Kingdom of the Earth by force, in a 
beattly way, from the right Family, in 
our ſucceſiive Monarchtes, acknow- 
ledged by God, in the Scripture to be 
his Gift : and allowed by Chriſt 
himſelt, who lived and dyed, under 
this Y/urpcd Power; and told Plate his 
Judge , Thou couldſt have no Power at 
all againſt me , except it were given thee 


from above : The Heir allows his Fa- Jha rg, 
thers Gift ; and indeed , he that hath ?* 


a ſound Title, and knows it, may bear 
Þ tobe ſuſpended tor a time, and allow 

FE his Father to advance his enemy. For 
_ | the Kg of Kzngs, when he inſtituted 
and eſtabliſhed Magiſtracy upon a 
Line, yet he reſerved this Liberty 
to himaſelf to ſuſpend that line, and zo 
« ſet uþ and pull down whom and when 
Yhe pleaſed. And this is not” contrary 
to his own Law ; for Magiſtracy 1s 
given, 
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given, not only to.a Perſon or Fanuly, 
but tothe Nature, Man : and that as a 
{ure ſtanding thing,that if one Family, 
or Line ſhould tail , or for fin be re- 
moved or ſuſpended ; yet the Ordi- 
nance of Magiſtracy being ſtable, is 
not to be removed 3-if it were not 10 
given , it would be, not in Grace or 
Favour to mankind, but to a particu- 
lar Family : Beſides the reaſon of the 
thing, from the original diſpoſe of it; 
I ſuppoſe the Prifoners will plead the 
Kings eſtabliſhing , and perpetuating 
thatParliament during their own plea- 
fure : which though. an un-natural 
thing , and contrary to the conſtitu- 
tion of the Nation, and Government 
it felt; yet the Word and Act of a 
King hath Power in it : It was a degrec 
of 1s 17c;eſties diveſting himfelt , of 
his own Supremacy , and admitting 
the Pariament to have a ſhare with 
lum 1n it: which , except they had 
been as kind, to reſign it, as he was to 
give it, muſt produce ill ettects, to -

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Parliament , ſo great aſhare of his Sw- 
premacy., wherewith they overthrew 
him ſo the ſame Parkament hath yiel- 
ded back and reſigned that Power, 
without any Se{vo toit ſelf ; and hath 
again ſet up the Crown over them, and 
thereby reduced themſelves to rhe 
State of Subjets again 3 and acknow- 
ledged his Majeſty that now is Su- 
pream : And beſides, the Mag:ſtracy of 
God in the Nation , which they con-

ſuftered 3 and ſo is Superiour,not only 
to that which they exerciſed , but to 
what it felt was : and being Supe- 
riour init s own Nature to theirs, and 
their Power ſubmitting to it, it hath 
now judgment over them : Now this 
will beeafily evidenced, from the ex- 
cellent Root of Magiſtracy, as at was 
at firtt planted, and from the conſtant 
ation of it, in all ages; For when 
ever it was cut down, 1t did ſpring up 
in 
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in greater glory and ſtrength. Abra- 
ham had itin promiſe in a Family; Hams 
poſterity oppreſſed it; it came forth 
a Nation in Type and Fleſh: Babylon 
took it Captive ; it roſe up again in 
Spirit, It was Crucified in Chrift, roſe 
in Sprrzt, in the Apoſtles: it ſuffered 
in them in Mzzftry ; it roſe into out- 
ward Power in the Biſhops , convert- 
ing Kings, and joyning the ſecular to 
the Spiritnal Power, ;The ſame hath 
{affered in our times, & doth riſe from 
the ſame Root, in greater clearneſs 
and power. And the difference 'twixt 
what 'tis now, and what it was before 
theſe times, is clear. It ſtood before 
upon Coriqueſt, and a conſequential 
compact : which was dark and doubt- 
ful , in all ages, Subje& to diſputes 
'twixt Prince and People. His Majeſty 
now riſes from the Root of Noah,reſt, 
and of the Lambs ſuffering,by a migh- 
ty Hand of God, in great Grace and 
Favour, with the full conſent and de- 
kre of the people into. abſoluteneſs, -

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without requining.conditions ,. on lis 
mitations : which is much beygandithe 
former Kings of England: and Supe- 
riour to the.moſt., that theſe people 
can, or do-claina 3 But as:this ſubjects 
them to judgment ; ſo 11gives them

3, a Tryal.anſwerable ices in 
which you ſtand, fromy that:Grace, Abs 
foluteneſs;Meekneſs, and Re/t;m which 
your' Majeſty riſes. Or. eter the-Caſe 
may- be this: The: ancient: Govern 
ment of the Nation was -deſtrmyed by 
the.

in the Nature of Man,and is _ 
| e: 
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ble : So that theſe a, put them- 
ſelves out of the protection of Magji- 
frracy,by deſtroying of it, and laying 
all waſt : His Majeſty riſes in a new 
and freſh Power ; Gn a new affection: 
of the people , and a mighty Provi- 
dence 3 and finds theſe men that ſhed 
his Fathers Blood, and overthrew the 
former Government: poſlſefled of the 
fame Principles , unaltered and un- 
convinced : He hath power in his 
hand as a Prince : Juſtice is demanded 
ſtrongly by all his Friends ; and ſe- 
Curity againſt them and their Princi- 
ples, which are {till in being and ſtir- 
ring. That this is rational & neceflary, 
every man muſt confeſs,according to 
all Law of Reaſon and Religion ; and 
that which the Priſoners themſelves, 
and eyery man would do,ifit were his 
own Caſe. A Judgment therefore is 
juſt and neceſſary; th= queſtion is ; By 
what Judges , and by what Law ? I 
ſhallin humility and faithful affection 
to your Majeſty, as a Prieſt unto God, 
L 4 declare 
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declare the Law of God, as I am able, 
Negatively and Affrmatiyely : Firſt, 
not by theſe Judges, or not only and 
finally by theſe , for the Nation hath 
been divided into oppoſite Parties,the 
wideſt difference and the ſtrongeſt 
enmity was, and ſtill is, between them 
that did adhere to your ' Royal Fa- 
ther, and to your felt ; and this par- 
ty , now repreſented by the Priſo- 

' ners: This emnity is not yethealed ; 
but continues and doth - mingle

179, this 15 certain, He that hates his Bro- 
ther is in darneſs : darkneſs hath blin- 
aed his eyes, enmity is the darkelt paſ- 
fion, aud blinds more than any other, 
becauſe 'tis of the wicked one: and 
therefore not fit to judge : tis the 
moſt common principle in nature ; 
tat no man can or ſhould judge his e- 
nemy, aSit is, that no man ſhould 

judge in his own cauſe: "The Lay 
of England gives every ſubjcct that 
freedom , to refuſe a Juror in caſe 

| there 
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there be any ſuſpition of former 
difference betwixt them: there is 
more reaſon why a man ſhould refuſe 
a Judge it he be diſaffeted; And 
whether the Law gives that freedom, 


'I know not ; bur fare, if it could 


have imagined ſuch a caſe as this , 
wherein the Judges and Priſoners are 
{o great enemies, manifeſted by alon 
War and violence, to death, it woul 


| have provided equally tor it: For ene- 


mies to judg,is ſtill war under a Form 
of Law ; and therefore will encreaſe 


and heighten enmity , by ſetting it 
; uponthe Bench: and will according- 


ly affect the whole party, andharden 
then in their way 3 for nothing Can 
poſſibly irritate more into deſperate 
wayes,than a Lew that is againſt a man 
in the hands of Judges that do hate 
him: "Tis true it was the practiſe of 
the offenders, they that had fought a- 
gainſt hes Majeſty , did in the ſame 
ſpirit judge him; which was excee- 
ding unworthy : ſuch courſes may 

{ſerve ' 
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ſerve unnatural and unjuſt powers , 


but your M ajeſty that hath a ſure foun- 
dation, need no ſuch props, which 
do really wound and va 

LON 


ſhould be given by Man (z.e.) as we 
have faid, by one who is a pablick 
man , in whor the natureand reafon 
of the wholeis : one thatis compre- 
henfively and eminently all men: 
I may well doubt rhat theſe Judges 
do not comprehend rhe reaſon, and 
{o not the natare of the whole Na- 
tion , nor of the perfons and 
judged by them, being in theirjudg- 
ments and affeCtions ſet in oppoſition 
to them, 

There are certainly in the Nation 
& in the Church men of large ſpirits , 
that have over-{ooked all theſe diffe- 
rences , -andhave ſeen the defeats of 
all parties, and faithfully mourned for 
all,reproved all,and ſuffered from all: 
{ure , they are the fitteſt under your 
Maje- 


cal a Na- 


This Law provides that judgement 
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Majeſties Authority and'DireCtion, to 
examine them and their principles; a 
Conrt of ſuch-, who are truly ſpiri- 
tual, the canſe being a. cauſe of 
Church as welt as State, may juſtly ei- 
ther ſupercede, or ſucceed thus. 

And ſecondly » Fhe Tryal cannot 
be onely nor perfectly by the Common 
Law: of the Nation : Gr that is at 
beſt but nxt: and thonghithath m 
it the excellent foundations of Juftice; 
yet buried'under much rubbiſh; 

Secondly , 'Tis notinthe preſent 
Form of it , apt to: Goyern £ re- 
ſent broken and' grown State of the 
Nation, bothin Prince and People. 

- Thirdly, "Tis as nuch ſhort of your 
Majeſties due, and'inow neceffary pre- 
rogative, as-tis ignorant of the con- 
dition of your pzople. 

Fourthiy , Ir hath been in its ſelf 
and in its: courſe exceedingly broken 
by all parties , and not yer healed or 
reftored : but is ſtill by theſe ſtrange 
revolutions liable to rational excep- 
tions, 
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tions, eyen inthe main points of it. 

Fitthly , It hath beenſo violently 
torn in pieces, that moſt oppoſite par- 
ties have got ſome ſhreds of it. 
 Sixtly, As the neceflities of your 
Majeſhes Afairs have compelled you, 
according to the principles of com- 
mon Reaſon,to engage in ſomethings 
much beſide , if not againſt the ſenſe 
of the Law of Church and Common- 
wealth ; ſoit can't be imagined, that 
this Nation can poſhbly be ſettled , 
but by the fundamental Law of God, 
which is in the Church. 

Originally there was no Law, but 
the Image of God in man, according 
to this fit Inſtitution: which was crea- 
ted in Adem, confirmed in Noah, re- 
deemed: by. Chriſt , prgſeryed by his 
Spirit in the Church, and is ſufficient 
to ſupply the defects of any written 
Law : God hath in all ages, when a- 
ny adminiftration of his own decai'd, 
and was worn out; from this 'Trea- 
{ury his on 2 Image in man,tailed up,by 

| his 
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his own Spzr:t he hath renewed and 
recovered all: I am much afſured , 
that the Common known Law of the 
Nation is wholly ignorant of ſuch a 
cauſe, ſuch a party*, and ſuch princi- 
ples as theſe : and therefore can't give 
right or full judgmentin the Caſe. 
This Law provides,that aman who 
ts made in Gods Image, ſhould be tryed 
by Man, made in the ſame [mage ; that 
ſothe Law upon the Bench being the 
ſame, with that which is in the Priſo- 
ner, it may convince and ſubject, and 
ſave the Offender while it judges him: 
The Goſpel is evident to every mans 
Conſcience mn the ſight of God, and gives 
5 | this Rule fit for this Cale, That He- 
reticks ſhould be Self-condemned, or 
judged in their own Conſciences : I 
doubt not the ſufficiency of the grace 
of Emanuel in his Church , but that 
certainly there is amongſt us ſuch a 
Righteous Law, and of {ſuch Autho- 
rity, thatif your Majeſty will draw it 
forth, and give it power, will be able 
+ to 
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to jidge-and condemn alltheabfurd, 
irrational, and-unchriſtian Provciples; 
that have ſeduced'thefe men; and 
acquit the Nation, aud the Church 
of God from the diſhonour, trouble, 
anddangerthatisyct an them. 
Therefore if your Majefty ' ſhall 
pleaſe to command that the moſt 
knowing, ſober, boly,wiſe,gravemen 
ofthe Nation, Spiritual cfpecially,-n 
whom is the Reaſon and Fe/zgzon of the 
whole Church and Nation, to have 
the Hearing and Trying theſe men , 
and of the party and principles,by the 
righteous Law of God,ot the Church, 
of Nature, of Nations, and of the 
Land : Iam fully ſatisfied, that ſuch 
a Judgment will come forth, as will 
convince, it not all, yet moſt of them, 
and reduce them not onely to obedi- 
ence to your Majeſty, but to conform 
tothe Church : and that the reft will 
be, ſelf condemned, and prepared for 
what judgement your Majeſty ſhall 
lay on them. 
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_ After {o great a devaſtation of 
Church and Common-wealth.as here 
hath been, tothe ſhakingof the very 
foundations of both, we cangotthink 
to recover our ſelves, but by regourſe 
uato thoſe foundations : which can- 
net be but by ſome fuch holy way as 
is propounded : Theſe foundations 
are fm and iarge, and do and will 
fapport your Majeities Throne and 
Cauſe , and that which ſupports will 
regulate and guide in ſtable and firm 
courſes , with honogr to your ſelf, 
and fatisfaction to all: And if we 
may ſuppoſe the Priſoners to be ei- 
ther Mea or Chriſtians, they and their 
arty will gladly meet ſuch a Judge, 
Nd fach ok : and will ind oy 
that Righteouſneſs, which they have 
but propheſied of , as much beyond 
their expeCtations,as their preſeat fall; 
and being Men and Chriſtians their 
private opinions , will ſubmit to a ge- 
neral and ſuperior Judgment : For 
the reaſon of Man , upon a right
